Selectmen’s Report 


It is of customary importance in submitting this. 
our annual report, to make certain explanations relative 
to conditions that have contributed to or interrupted 
the financial administration of affairs. The year past 


has been one of almost. tragic ‘history, inasmuch as un. 


toward expense is concerned, and has reversed what 
might have been a prosperous program into one that has 
required a measure of constant self-defense rather than 
the aggressive forward movement that was contemplated 
Itemized, these conditions make a formidable array of 
counter influence that cannot do otherwise than elicit a 
sympathetic understanding of what your board has had 
to contend with in meeting the emergencies, with the ap 
propriations at its disposal. What has been experienced 
in the way of detriment during the year past will of 
necessity shape, somewhat, the character of the coming 
year’s administration, and we believe the situation calls 
for prudent and judicial calculation in measuring the 
scope and costs of what remains to be accomplished by 
your incoming board. 

In presenting the following explanatory para 
eraphs, it is our purpose to lay before the voters such 
facts as will assist them in reconstructing the future fo1 
the welfare of the town.’

ANNUAL REVORT OF THE TOWN OF FARMINGTON 7 


First: The last March meeting appropriated 
thirty-five cents on a hundred of valuation for breaking 
snowpaths. Ordinarily this would have been a liberal 
sum, but figures will show that the snowstorms of early 
1920 cost the town over $5,400. 


Second: It was the intention of the board, pur. 
suant to recommendations of the town meeting, to replace 
the wooden Hayes bridge with’ a permanent structure 
Before the work could be undertaken the bridge went 
down at a time when it was impossible to buy a bag of 
cement at any price. Consequently, it was necessary te 
rebuild the bridge with wood, and with lumber at the 
present market, the expense was $900. 


Third: The state engineers closed our main road 
to Rochester for a considerable period during construc. 
tion of the trunk line. This compelled traffic to detow 
over Watson bridge. This met a similar fate as the 
Hayes bridge, and repairs plus damage cost the town 
S900 more. 


Fourth: Metal culverts, to replace the wooden 
bridges about town, were purchased on June 5th to be 
delivered in thirty days. They arrived in October, toc 
late to be installed properly in some instances. 

The soldiers’ bronze memorial tablet was ordered 
to be delivered December 20th, and as yet has not arrived. 


Fifth: The washout of a few weeks ago cost the 
town $2,300 to meet, in most cases, only temporary re 
pairs. 


Sixth: It was necessary to remove the stone 
crusher to the scene of new state road construction on 
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the Valley road. It was deemed expedient to repair Gar 
field street, as the town accepted it two years ago. Also 
Grove street, the most important cross street in town. 
has been made permanent. A bog-hole from Berry’s 
court to the Amazeen place on North Main street has 
been repaired with crushed gravel. All this improvement 
could have been effected within the appropriations under 
ordinary conditions. It will be seen that after paving 
about $2,300 for a washout, the appropriation has been 
exceeded only by a little over $1,000, exclusive of per- 
manent bridges, for which construction the town was 
authorized to hire money. 


Seventh: Realizing the depressed condition of 
business, the board felt its duty toward. local residents 
And it is conservative to say that never before were se 
many employed or so much money paid out for local labor 
as during 1920. 

It is recommended that the brook running through 
Nebraska be put in proper condition to avoid furthet 
trouble. 


It should be remembered further that it is the duty 
of every citizen to be present at the town meeting and 
assist in keeping down appropriations, as it is at these 
meetings that the annual tax rate is established. — -
